The Circus Business 


• As far'as I can Tiear from the dif- 
ferent shows all over the country the 
verdict seems to be about the same, 
shortage of labor to help move 
the 
shows from one town to another and 
to get the canvass up, seems to be 
about the only trouble that they have 
to encounter and this holds good -with 
the small shows as well as tho larger 
ones. 
Often times the 
parade 
and 
afternoon shows is missed and yet as 
a rule almost invariably the patronage 
is usually good. 
If the present weath- 
er conditions should hold /on for a. 
while possibly that, with the shortage 
of help, may 
have something to do 
with the early closing of most of them. 
Some of the smaller ones have already 
made arrangements to go Couth and 
will try and keep on =the road well up 
towards the holidays. As long as the 
big shows like the Barnum & Bailey 
and the Hagenbeck-Wallaee can keep 
on the road, that will help to shorten 
up the 1'png and 
expensive part of 
wintering the big ones. Just how much 


the shortage of help will effect them 
the coming season is something that 
will be worked out especially with the 
larger shows later in the winter. With 
the big- shows it is not only a shortage 
of drivers and canvassmen but where 
the properties- form the net work 
under the entire big top where 
the 
performances is given it is there that 


I the boss property 
man 
with

shows as the Barnum & Bailey and 
the Ringling Brothers have to have 
from 80 to 90 men to handle that part 
of the show successfully which is the 
one thing that has to be put up exact-

As "Joe Miller" the boss 
property man with the Kingliiig- show 
told me'in Rockford a few weeks ago, 
that while he was entitted to 05 men 
to handle the properties there were 
many times that he had only about 
one third of that number.

YANKS LEAVE ARMY 


KITCHENS IN REAR 
WHEN CHASING HUNS 


Corp. Frea \V. .Flaherty Tails In Let- 


ter Of Driving Germans So Fast 


Kitchens Could Not Keep Up. 


Keeping th6 Huns on the rur/has its 
inconveniences tor 
the Yanks, ' es- 
pecially since the army kitchens can- 
not keep up with the advancing sol- 
diers when they are chasing the en- 
emy. 


Corp. Fred W. 
Flaherty, 
former 
company M soldier in a letter re- 
ceived by his parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
W. T. FlahertyraiO -West Milwaukee 
street, tells of a drive in which they 
made the Germans "beat it" ,so fast 
that the Yanks got 'hungry, because 
th'ey had left their kitchens far in 
the rear. 
Corporal Flaherty is' now 
•a member oi! company L of the 128th 
infantry. His letter; dated Augiist 12; 
reads as follows: 
"We sure have been having some 
exciting times here lately, I have been 
In the big drive, and we are resting 
now for a few clays, before we are 
•up and at 'em' again. 
We sure did 
make the Dutchmen 
beat it,—they 
the still going. 
We had some wet 
'weather for a while, but the fellows 
did not mind it very much'for they 
were anxious to keep the Huns going:, 
and believe me they did. .We went 
so • fast that our kitchens could not 
keep up with us, so we were a little 
hungry for a few days. But made up 
for it when we got back where the 
kitchen was. 
"We are getting swell grub over 
here and plenty of It. 
We always 
carry army rations..with us, in case 
we arc away from the kitchens for 
any length of time. The reserve ra- 
tion consists of sugar, salt, coffee, ba- 
con, 
corned beef 
(corn willy), and 
hard tack. 
So you see there is not 
much danger of us getting very hun- 
gry."The country .where we are now, is 
all hills and woods, and it is a little 
hard at times to drive tlve Kraut- 
heads out; but then we do just the 
same. -All of the towns around here 
are deserted, the people .having gone 
farther back to where it Is more sate. 
But they corae back in again as soon 
as the Americans or French drive the 
Germans back. 
The French people 
sure ha.ve liar! some hard times since 
the war started, but they seem to 
take things as they" come and you do 
not hear any complaining. This coun- 
,try has a lot of grain planted and 1 
guess they need it. 
"I suppose Janesville must be rath- 
er dead, now that most all of the 
voting- fellows liavc left to enter some 
branch/ of tho'service. 
I have met 
qfite a few fellows over .hero that 1 
kiiew 'in the states. 
I have not seen 
anv of the old company M boys in a 
lorig- '.Ime. although 1 do get a letter 
from a few of them every once in a 
wliile."

serving 27 days on tiring line. 
France, August 15. 


Dear Sister:

I g-ot your letter today and was glacl 


to hear from you. 
This is a fine coun- 


try if it were not for the war.

that will be over soon, that is we all 
hope it will. iWe were-on tho firing 
•jne 27 days and they wore tough clay." 
I did not take a bath, shave or have 
inv shoes off all that time, so you can 
e-uess what we looked like-when-we 
came out.

"We are near the big noise now, 
but don't let that worry you because 
I can take care of myself and will be 
careful. 
Harry Williams is in the 
n-ext town to us working, and I am 
going to see him torilght. 
"We had a small airplane raid the 
other night. 
They dropped a. few 
bombs but there were only a couple 
that came anywhere near close. One 
fell out on our drill Held and did not 
explode. 
They are a funny looking 
bomb. It is about two feet long and 
six inches through. 
"Thej: used to say'that a rifle waa 
the soldier's best friend, but they have 
changed it now to the gas maak. We 
certainly do get a lot of gas mask 


"1 was down and saw Hurry Will- 
iams and Rupert Oas last night, and 
they are both looking One. I am look- 
Ink for a good souvenir to sent you 
and as soon as 1 can tlnd one 1 will 
send It to you. I have been looking: 
for a German helmet but have not 
found a good one. The blgRest share 
of them are all shot to pieces from 
bullets and sharpnel. - I am sending: 
vou a piece of canvass off of a Cicr- 
man airplane thwt was brought down 
near where we are camping. In the 
letter before this I -fipnt you a piece 
of sharpnel but it was pretty heavy, 
so don't be disappointed if you- don t 
get it, because it will probably wear 
through the envelope. 
"We are getting good eats 
now, 
about tho best we have got in France, 
and there is plenty of it so I don t 
think there is much danger Af starv- 
ing to death. 
I see they are lixlng 
those people for soiling booze to the 
soldiers, and it is no more than right, 
because a poldier cannot do his work 
properlv with- his system and brain 
clo-g-ed" with aJcohol.

F. Bleasdale, former Janesville boy. 
has probably seen more 
lighting In 
the present war than any other boy 
fro'm this vicinity.

country's famous righting unit which 
played a big part in turning back the 
Germans in their monster 
drive on 
Paris in May 
of 
this year, 
Lieut. 
Blcusdale has, fought the Huns hand 
to hand and has no doubt sent a good

To' refuse to accept the wisdom that 
other people have stored up for one 
seems to me as foolish as refusing to 
accept the benefits of some great In- 
vention,—let us say for instance, walk- 
ing across the continent rather than in 
rldinp; in a train. 
Is it not then good to think Cor one- 


self,—someone asks. 
Of course it Is. 


No one who Is not constantly thinking 
for himself will ever pret anywhere. If 
one entirely gave up using one_'s legs 
because there were trains one's legs 
would 
become paralyzed. 
But that 
does not mean one should not use tile 
train when It covers in a few days a 
distance -it would take one a year to 
walk. 
It is ignorant and crude to accept 
one's ideas about life and philosophy 
ready-made from other people merely 
because one is too lazy to think for 
oneself. 
It is cnually ignorant and crude not 


to be willing to rnuke use of thp ex- 
perience which other people have ac- 
nuired by years of intensive study of 
some subject.
